Considerable unusual excitement and 


stirring commotion was occasioned near 
the Union depot and on the New Square 
late Saturday afternoon, by the report 
that a hone-thief was In custody of a 
couple of cops, who were on their way to 
a magistrate's office with the prisoner In 
charge. The crime of stealing a horse is 
always interesting to the fanners, and it 
was not surprising to see Justice Curtis's 
court-room packed full of honest tillers of 
the soil who had followed the officers and 
prisoner there to spot the culprit and 
learn the particulars of the affair, which 
are about as follows: For some weeks 
past a young man named Charles Patter- 
son has been in the employ of James E. 
Wilcox, on the latter's farm near Boody, 
in this county, and to all appearances 
Patterson conducted hi.n-e f in a proper 
manaer. On Friday night Patterson dis- 
appeared, and Saturday morning Wilcox 
missed a horse which he valued at $75.— 
Suspicioning that the equine had been 
stolen by Patterson, Wilcox came to 
Decatnr and instituted a search for him. 
He soon learned that Patterson had traded 
the stolen horse to a man named Morth- 
land, four milet west of Decatnr, for a 
mare, and that the mare had been sold to 
Ford Greer for |20. Under this complica- 
ted state of affairs Wilcox did not know 
what to do, but he soon learned that Pat- 
terson was at the Union depot waiting for 
a train going west. He hastened there, 
and Policemen Kearney and Condon ar- 
rested the young man and brought him 
before Justice 
Curtis, when State's 


Attorney Buckingham wrote out a war- 
ant charging the prisoner with the crime 
named. Patterson waived an examination, 
and was committed to the county jail. 
He had a satchel with him, and at the 
jail, as is the usual cu torn, tbe officials 
made a careful examination of the priso- 
ner's possessions. He had in his pockets 
a lot of trinkets, and j$5.55 in cash— $20 
of which was doubtless the money ob-. 
tained from Greer. In the eatchel were a 
lot of women's and men's underclothing, 
and Chas. Patterson's discharge from the 
Joliet penitentiary, dated 1878. The dis- 
charge states that the prisoner had served 
a term for the crime of larceny, commit- 
ted in Mongomery county, three years ago. 
Patterson is a dark-haired j'oung man, 
with a quiet, ino.teusive appearance, that 
would naturally insp re confidence In his 
integrity; oui 1 K>ks are so very, very 
de iviug.
